A CHANGE T H E Y M. C. A. MIGHT TAKE HERE 
Industrial Olympics? Eventually—why not now? Such 
is the heading of an article appearing in the current issue 
of Association Men, Y. $4. C. A., publicity organ which 
received by a number of Twin City readers. Carl,Easton 
Williams discusses at length a New Jersey experiment in 
inter-plant athletics which has developed into state-wide 
competition. This growth has caused him to think beyond 
to an Industrial Olympic even, taking in the working man 
of the woqid as he plays. 
Here in Albany-Decatur we have nothing to warrant 
thought over an industrial Olympic prospect, we have, how­ 
ever, here an opportunity to think of the advantage of 
inter-plant athletic competition. 
Here, with our numer­ 
ous industries employing thousands of young and old men 
for age is no bar in athletics of this class, lies an oppor ’ 
tunity for the Y. M. C A. to show actual results within 
the Twin Cities, enabling that organization to fulfill the 
promise of a complete gymnasium for the men and boys 
of these cities. As a m atter of fact the Y. M. C. A. is 
the only organization which could successfully put over 
such a program. It is probable that if the local organiza­ 
tion should adopt the inter-plant athletic competition idea 
that the financial co-operation of the L. & N., major in­ 
dustry at the present time here, and of the numerous other 
plants in the Twin Cities can be obtained. 
The idea has been carried heretofore in a degree, inter- 
plant baseball had its day, proving successful to the men 
who took part, unsuccessful financially 
to 
those 
who 
backed the proposition. Here is another proposal entirely. 
Track and field athletics take in every man and boy 
whether he is quick of eye and foot or not, he is eligible. 
Thus the plan should find favor with every class of work­ 
ing man, 


Track, m reality, is strictly a southern sport. 
South­ 
erners are supreme in such competition and once it is 
explained to those who have never had such advantage 
offered, it is likely that some interesting athletic events 
can be planned for this end of the state. Surely the man 
agers and owners of plants will gladly fall in line with 
the idea. 
Men trained physically to act quickly, men 
trained mentally to think accurately, use judgment quick­ 
ly, are as a whole a class of men who turn out a superior 
class of work in their rtepective crafts. 
It seems as an inducement to the Y. M. C. A., to try 
such a plan, increased interest of men alone will serve to 
at least give the ideá a trial. Then, too, it has proved a 
success at other points, the more Yeason why it should 
prove successful here. Acquaint men with the Y. M. C. A. 
idea of clean athletic competition and there will be quite 
an addition to the membership rolls when the next Y. M. 
C. A. campaign is heralded.
